Transfer. " finally obtained it and published it in facsimile and the world did not come 
apart, m xuct I felt not even a ripple. 

My today's letter to Garfinkel explains enough of the other two letters I received 
today. In the event it does not I add that long before the earlier date on the r-coros 
1 received today I had requested the govsrumant's copy of the memo of transfer. In one 
f Morris 1 received Saturday and I think I mailed you today, a carbon of a'iSEK 
• arldji memo dated at the bottom of the second page as 6/9/70, it ia admitted that 
' there is little doubt that the receipted copy constitutes a federal record. This being 
the case the private paper argument is not available, as to the receipted copy." 

June 9 was just before the letter to tfarshall. 

If there may appear to be the appearance of concern over the feelings of the Kennedy 
rasaly in this business I do not believe it was the cause, whether or not it was even a 
factor, -o one knowing tha fact of the assassination and its investigation and the content 
ox the memo of transfer there is no possibility of dc-ubt that by those tricks to perpetuate 
or delay release of the record involved embarrassment to officials was avoided. °y "fact 
of the assassination" I .moan what is officially represented as fact, not theories. 

I believe there also ia FOIA relevance. 

warfinkel is the one who did not supply Judge A. Robinson of us with the zeao I 
sent you Indicating that the real reaeon they withheld the Warren Conrinrion executive 
session transcript of 1/27/64 was to protect Gerald Ford from what he had done.
